whom  BO  little  is  known  that  they  ought  not  to  be  trusted  without 
diligent  inquiry ;  or,  so  much  is  known,  that  they  ought  not  to  be 
at  all.  The  latter  cUss  consists  generally  of  young  men,  notorioin., 
without  resources  of  their  own,  but  having  relations  or  connection 
whom  it  is  intended  to  rely  for  payment,  without  giving  them  any  pr^. 
vious  intimation.  No  legal  responsibility  being  here  incurred,  such 
ment  can  only  be  obtained  by  making  the  imprisonment  of  a  relative  tl* 
means  of  practising  on  their  feelings  ;  which,  1  venture  to  assert,  are,  h 
ninety-nine  cases  out  of  a  hundred,  much  more  hurt  than  those  of 
real  debtors,  for  whose  release  they  are  eacited  ;  and  I  think  that  theltg 
under  which  such  a  gystem  as  this  can  be  carried  on,  might  very  properly 
entitled  a  law  to  compel  the  payment  of  debts  by  persons  who  do  not  set 
them. 

“  Though  this  mode  of  proceeding  often  succeeds,  it  also  often  fti  i. 
The  irregular  credit,  therefore,  has  the  peculiar  property  of  being  dine, 
vantageous  to  both  buyer  and  seller  $  the  latter  incurs  undue  risk,  sr.i 
the  former  is  encouraged  to  improper  expenditure. 

“  But  even  this  is  not  the  extent  of  the  evil,  for  the  welbknown  phn* 
of  “  making  the  good  pay  for  the  bad,*’  is  significant  of  the  fact,  tba 
those  who  buy  and  intend  to  pay  are  charged  considerably  more  thu 
they  need  be,  as  an  indemnity  against  those  who  buy  without  the  slighint 
thought,  or  care,  whether  they  shall  ever  be  able  to  payor  not.  Tu 
destruction  of  this  irregular  credit  seems  to  me  of  itself  almost  a  sulBciew 
motive  for  the  repeal  of  the  law.’* 

Our  author,  in  experimental  remedy  of  these  mischiefs,  and  to  sate 
the  debtor’s  property  from  the  wasteful  wreckage  of  law  proceedings, 
suggests  that  the  trial  be  made  of  the  project  for  a  limited  time,  if 
thought  prudent : 

“  That  any  debtor,  without  being  in  custody,  shall  be  permiiied 
to  declare  himself  insolvent,  and  give  up  his  property  to  his  crediion, 
and  thereupon  shall  receive  a  protection  from  arrest  or  imprioonment  for 
debt,  for  such  reasonable  time  as  will  allow  of  his  case  being  broiiglit  lot 
hearing.  'I'liat  the  examination,  and  all  other  proceedings,  shall  be  bid 
as  at  present,  and  that  sentences  of  imprisonment,  in  cases  of  fraud,  du:! 
be  strictly  carried  into  execution,  subject  to  mitigation  only  at  the  die 
crelion  of  the  Court. 

“  Fraud,”  he  observes, ‘‘  ought  undoubtedly  to  be  punished — in  tniny 
cases,  perhaps,  more  severely  than  it  now  is ;  but  my  objection  is,  thit  it 
present  we  commence  by  imprisoning  a  debtor,  and  make  the  proof  of  kit 
honesty  the  condition  of  his  disehargOy  instead  of  making  the  proof  of  his  frost 
the  condition  of  his  imprisonment.  It  is  not  until  after  this  has  been  dose, 
that  he  should  receive  the  sentence  of  the  Court,  which  should  then  be 
really  carried  into  effect,  and  not  remain  subject  to  the  caprice  or  tbi 
collusion  of  a  creditor,  who  may  enforce  or  abandon  it  without  control. 

If  my  vi#ws  were  to  be  favourably  received,  and  it  were  delerroined 
to  abolish  imprisonment  for  debt,  it  would  of  course  be  necessary,  not 
only  to  permit  debtors  to  place  themselves,  but  also  to  enable  creditor*, 
in  fit  cases,  to  bring  them  under  the  power  of  the  Court,  so  that  a  dee 
distribution  of  their  property,  and  a  complete  examination  of  their  coo* 
duct,  might  be  had.  Thit  would  also  require  various  other  alteration* 
from  the  present  mode  of  establishing  claims  by  law,  so  that  economr 
might  be  judiciously  combined  with  due  expedition  in  the  process.” 

Tlie  principle  of  the  ceuio  bonorum  seems  the  true  principle  to  adopt 
and  enlarge  on;  and  the  law,  as  it  appears  to  us,  should  be  as  mudi 
extended  in  its  powers  of  reaching  property,  as  abridged  in  respect  of 
confinement  of  the  {itrson.  But  of  this  subject  we  propose  to  treit 
more  particularly  in  a  future  paper.

The  newspapers  inform  us  that  Mr  O'Connell  has  left  Batt's  bold 
for  Bury  %{reei.  To  bury  agitation  was  the  preliminary  of  the  Duk« 
to  the  settlement  of  the  question,  and  thus  the  word  of  his  Graced 
Doctor  Curtis  will  be  fulfilled,  and  the  bull  converted  into  one  of 
prophetic  double  entendres  in  which  oracles  of  old  delighted. 

Ihe  iligh-Church  Championship,  once  vested  in  Phillpotts,  ha* 
now  ominously  gone  to  Pott,  lacking  the  Phill,  vox  Anglic^  aut 
dear  to  Churchmen.  Archdeacon  Pott,  of  London,  at  present  beau 
Uie  drum  ecclesiastic  in  the  City  of  London,

Which,  *  done  into  English,*  expresses  that  there  is  “  No  better  to  ^ 
men  on  with  brass,  and  blow  the  coals  of  strife  with  cant.” 

There  mutt  surely  be  some  secret  affinity  between  names 
obj^u,  otherwise  it  is  passing  strange  that  the  High-Church  ciu^i 
which  is  essentially  what  is  familiarly  termed  an  affair  of  pot,  shooW 
hate  been  vindicated  successively  by  two  potts,  the  penullimus  a  fil^ 
pot,  and  the  last  a  poll  wanting  addition,  or  an  empty  poll,  which  i* 
always  l»sl  for  making  a  noise.  Fill  it,  according  to  the  known  rsceiph 
and  a  will  cease  to  ring. 

At  Uie  dinner  of  the  East  London  Catholic  Association,  MrO’Coe* 
nell  launched  into  praise  of  the  CoostilutioO|  and  protested  it  bad  be«>

w:is  acquitted  of  rape,  contradictions  and  prefaricalions  having  bwn 
brought  home  to  the  prosecutrix  on  the  trial,  which  destroyed  her 
credit,  and  he  accordingly  indicted  her  and  her  witness  for 
One  of  them,  in  turn  has  been  acquitted  of  perjury,  on  the  ground  of  his 
testimony  being  unworthy  of  credit.  We  cite  a  portion  of  it,  as 
specimen  of  the  conduct  of  a  man  of  morahly  and  boasted  religious 
education 

“  Cross-examined  by  Mr  Hill  :  He  was  not  able  to  answer  how  many 
times  he  had  been  taken  before  a  Magistrate;  he  had  been  at  Hatton 
garden,  Worship  street,  Marylebone,  and  Marlborough  street ;  he  had  been 
at  the  Thames  Police,  on  charges  of  Hogging  sailors;  the  others  were  for 
assaults  against  females;  one  was  not  a  common  assault;  he  brought 
home  with  him,  in  the  year  1814,  a  little  girl  about  8  or  9  years  of  age, 
and  pul  her  to  school ;  he  then  married  ;  he  was  afterwards  charged  with 
Uking  improper  liberties  with  that  child  ;  he  thought  it  was  not  a  charge 
of  rape ;  upon  his  word  he  did  not  recollect  what  was  the  charge ;  he  was 
confined  21  hours;  he  should  think  that  it  must  have  been  for  a  rape,  but, 
upon  his  oath,  and  licfore  Ood,  he  did  not  know  what  the  exact  charge 
was;  the  girl  was  given  up  to  him  ;  she  was  not  related  to  him  ;  it  was 
his  wife's  uncle  that  brought  that  charge  against  him ;  he  named  her 
Klixa  Smith  ;  he  took  her  out  of  charity ;  he  understood  that  her  father 
was  an  officer ;  he  thought  that  she  was  about  14  years  old  when  the 
charge  was  made  against  him  ;  he  had  called  her  his  daughter;  she  did 
not  then  know  to  the  contrary ;  that  was  not  the  only  time  be  has  been 
charged  with  indecent  liberties ;  there  was  one  at  Marylebone,  which  was 
discharged ;  there  was  a  third  charge,  that  was  about  a  year  and  four 
months  since;  that  was  from  his  own  bouse;  he  did  not  know  her  name; 
■he  walked  into  his  house  and  walked  out  again ;  she  was  not  there  more 
than  ten  minutes;  he  could  not  recollect  whether  her  name  was  Saunders; 
it  was  carried  to  trial,  and  be  paid  10/.  upon  hard  swearing;  he  should 
think  that  was  a  common  assault;  she  said  that  he  took  liberties  with  her 

in  bis  bed*room>->^  If  you  let -  into  your  house,  you  roust  ex})ect 

it  she  came  to  be  hired  as  a  serrant — he  was  tried  for  taking  indecent 
lil^rties,  but  had  not  accomplished  it.'*  He  thought  he  had  named  all  the 
•ases,  but  money  hod  been  demanded  of  him  for  other  women.** 

Mr  Alley,  the  Counsel  for  this  worthy  person,  was  so  excessively 
scandabzed  at  the  discredit  of  his  evidence,  and  consequent  acquittal 
of  the  defendant,  that,  having  boisterously  insulted  the  Judge  for  his 
very  proper  charge,  he  moved  the  trial  of  other  indictments  on  the 
same  matter  by  certiorari  into  the  Ring's  Bench.  A  proceeding  which 
will  have  the  effect  of  extremely  harassing  the  women,  and  may  be 
considered  as  purely  vindictive  both  in  object  and  operation. 

A  NEW  SETTEK-UP  OP  KINGS. 

The  Morning  Journal,  the  Bombattes  Furioto  of  .lie  Anii-Calholic 
Press,  has  obligingly  undertaken  the  office  of  disposing  of  the  Crown 
according  to  its  sovereign  newspaper  pleasure.  A  fortnight  ago  it  was 
strongly  inclined  to  put  aside  his  Majesty  George  the  Fourth,  and  set 
the  boy  of  the  Duke  of  Cumberland  on  the  throne.  It  has,  however, 
good-naturedly  relaxed  in  this  intention,  and  seems  almost  disposed 
to  let  the  King  wear  the  crown  for  the  remainder  of  his  days, 
an  indulgence  for  which  his  Majesty  cannot  be  too  thankful  to  the 
omnipotent  Journalist.  This  new  Guy  Earl  of  Warwick,  this  setter 
up  and  puller  down  of  kings,  has  however  come  to  a  stern  and  posi¬ 
tive  resolution,  that  the  Duke  of  Clarence  shall  not  reign  if  Catholic 
Emancipation  Is  carried  with  his  support,  lie  will  not  suffer  a  King 
William.  That  is  fixed  and  settled;  so  the  Duke  may  dismiss  all 
notions  of  a  certain  sort  from  his  mind.  We  are  sorry  for  this,  because 
it  struck  us  that  the  Eldon  and  Winchilsea  arguments  respecting  the 
title  to  the  crown  might  have  allowed  of  a  more  politic  application, 
and  we  proposed  iwtponing  the  consideration  of  them  to  the  time 
when  the  Duke  of  Cumberland  should  stand  in  the  order  of  succession. 

It  is  diverting  to  observe  the  exchanges  of  compliments  between  the 
two  unhappy  papers,  the  Bombattet  Furioto  and  the  Standard.  Their 
sole  consolation  now  consists  in  vehemently  admiring  each  other  and 
ohjurg.\tiog  the  unworthy  rest  of  the  world — save  and  except  that 
tertmm  qutd.  Sir  llobert  Inglis.  In  the  morning,  the  Mourning  Joumm 
lauds  the  Standard,  and  in  the  evening  the  Standard  lauds  the  Afourn- 
Journal.  They  comfort  each  other  like  old  Mause  and  Kettle- 
drummel  in  the  hands  of  the  ungodly  Lifeguardsmen.  We  do  believe 
that  this  mutual  admiration  is  earnest,  aud  in  illustration  of  its  causes

THEATRICAL  EXAMINER. 

CovENT  Garden'. 

On  Tuesday  evening  last.  Miss  Paton  made  her  re-appearance  at 
this  theatre,  after  an  absence  of  two  years  from  the  stage,  in  her  old 
character  of  lleizce,  in  the  opera  of  Oberon.  The  house  presented  Uie 
most  crowded  audience  of  the  season ;  and,  a  large  proportion  beio? 
lovers  of  good  music,  the  overture  to  the  piece,  which  was  performed 
witli  masterly  precision  and  delicacy,  received  a  rapturous  encore. 
This,  although  not  the  most  interesting  of  Weber's  overtures,  never¬ 
theless  contains  numerous  passages  of  great  beauty,  and  through  t)ie 
whole,  there  is  a  unity  of  design  which  manifests  the  contrivance  of 
the  master,  and  the  imagination  of  a  poetical  musician.  In  the  open¬ 
ing  movement  we  have  the  wild  and  wandering  chords  which  might 
be  supposed  to  be  played  by  those  gay  creatures  of  the  element,” 
the  minstrels  to  the  Fairy  King.  They  remind  one  of  those  sweet 
sounds  which  Ferdinand  listened  to  with  wondering  ears  in  tlie 
enchanted  bland.

This  music  crept  by  me  upon  the  waters  ; 

Allaying  both  their  fury  and  my  passion 

With  its  sweet  air.’* 

To  this  succeeds  the  chivalrous  march  of  the  court  of  warlike 
Charlemagne,  with  its  measured  step,  and  brazen  shout ;  then  the 
Saracenic  music,  of  irregular,  ;fierce,  ant^.  uncultivated  character; 
interspersed  in  its  pauses  with  those  first  wild  chords  of  enchantment; 
and  a  snatch  of  a  melody  of  tender  and  passionate  expression,  which 
the  heroine  afterwards  introduces  in  one  of  her  airs ;  the  whole  con¬ 
cluding  with  a  pomp  and  torrent  of  harmony  betokening  the  glory 
and  triumph  of  the  Hero.  So,  throughout  the  opera,  the  attentive 
listener  may  remark  how  carefully  the  composer  has  distinguished  the 
character  of  his  performers  in  the  various  chorusses,  both  in  their 
melodies  and  orchestral  accompaniments.  Thus,  of  the  nymphs  and 
fairies  ;  as  witness  the  lovely  chorus  at  the  opening  of  the  piece,  and 
that  at  the  festive  dance  by  moonlight;  the  appalling  chorus  in  the 
cavern  by  the  spirits  of  air  and  ocean,  in  which  that  unearthly  laugh 
is  introduced ;  the  Moorish  chorusses  and  marches ;  of  the  latter, 
that  one  in  particular,  which  the  composer  has  made  to  serve  as  an 
accompaniment  to  the  melody  sung  by  the  Princess  licita;  and  bsily, 
that  by  the  Soldiers  in  the  Hall  of  Charlemagne.  The  con¬ 
certed  pieces,  indeed,  in  this  opera,  far  more  please  us  than  the  singh 
airs,  and  of  the  former,  one  of  our  greatest  favourites  is  the  quinteii 
sung  by  the  travellers  before  they  leave  the  port  of  Ascalon,  which 
contains  a  charming  melody,  and  the  parts  are  dispersed  ihroughoil 
with  masterly  art  and  effect.  This  piece,  by  the  way,  was  sung  as  a 
quartett  oa  Tuesday  evening,  a  slovenliness  which  reflects  no  grt^d 
credit  on  the  management.  It  was,  notwithstanding,  well  performed, 
and  was  loudly  encored. 

Miss  Baton  was  received  in  a  manner  worthy  of  her  talents,  and 
with  a  cordial  welcome  by  those  who  have  so  frequently  had  the® 
exerted  for  their  gratiticaiioii.  She  wears  the  appearance  of  having 
been  a  sufferer  from  illness,  both  in  person  and  voice.  The  btut 
embellishment,  however,  is  so  little  affected,  that  returning  physical 
strength  will  restore  it  to  its  former  compass  and  vigour.  She  went 

through  her  long  and  trying  part  with  uncommon  energy,  and  san? 

with  her  accustomed  good  taste,  scientific  skill,  and  precision. 
have  always  one  pleaeure  attendant  upon  the  listening  to  Miss  BatoSi 
and  this  can  be  said  of  very  few  in  her  department  of  the  professiooj 
which  is,  that  we  feel  secure  that  she  will  fulfil  what  she  undertak<^J 
and  this,  because  she  is  a  good  musician,  and  knows  accurately 
extent  of  her  power.  We  never  anticipate  that  she  will  boggle  * 
difficult  passage,  we  never  feel  pain  for  her  on  aceount  of  incomp^* 
tence;  and,  which  is  better  than  all,  she  very  rarely  makes  t  tlip  * 
her  intonation.  She  is  a  charming  singer,  and  we  heartily  wish 
health  to  fulfil  engagements  for  many  seasons  in  prospect. 

The  part  of  Sir  Iluon  is  of  loo  arduous  a  character  in 
respe^  for  Mr  Wood.  In  the  forte  passages  his  strength 
him  in  llie  execution ;  and  in  the  course  of  the  airs  allotted 
to  the  character  intervals  are  frequently  occuring  which  doo< 
could  be  secure  of  hitting  with  precision  but  a  practised 
cuta.  From  the  style  Iq  whkb  Mr  Wood  Uboured  tbro*S° 
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f  -oios  we  must  conclude  either  that  his  knowledge  is 
!Z'<^rcumscribed  and  saperficial,  or  that  he  had  studied  his  part 
Instead  of  hissing  the  managers  through  Mr  Henry  for 
^Dul  him  in  a  part  for  which  he  was  physically  incompetent,  the 
should  have  transferred  the  weight  of  their  disapprobation  to 
fhP  director  of  the  chorusses ;  for  the  manner  in  which  they  were  per- 
f  ^ed  was  disgraceful.  In  the  first  chorus  the  singers  were  in  con- 
fn  ion  and  in  the  one  which  accompanies  the  dance  of  nymphs  by 
“'light  two  little  urchins  were  squealing  out  of  tune  from  begin- 
I  Ine  to  end  like  persecuted  kittens.  It  is  to  be  presumed  that  there 
^  chorus-master  upon  the  establishment,  who  for  a  salary  engages 
to  practise  the  singers  in  their  parts  till  they  are  perfect;  frorn  the 
strle  in  which  they  were  sung  on  Tuesday  evening,  we  should  think  it 
probable  that  there  had  been  no  rehearsal  previous  to  the  perform¬ 
ance  Whether  this  had  been  the  case  or  not,  the  result  was  the 
same  and  he  neglected  his  duty.  Such  slovenly  work  would  not 
have  occurred  under  the  ferret-like  dominion  of  Mr  Hawes,  at  the

The  two  great  houses  hare  opened  a  cross  fire  upon  the  town,  with 
a  new  piece  called  Feter  the  Great ;  or,  the  Battle  of  Fultawa. 
The  story  turns  upon  the  alternate  success  and  reverse  of  the  Czar  and 
his  opponent  Charles  the  Twelfth.  The  sooner  the  two  establishments 
introduce  another  novelty,  the  more  agreeable  we  should  think  (speak¬ 
ing  individually)  it  will  be  to  the  frequenters  of  the  theatres. 

On  Friday  next  Mr  Hawes  will  commence  his  series  of  concerts 
during  the  Lent  season.  His  bill  of  fare  for  the  evening  is  a  tempt¬ 
ing  one  to  amateurs  of  sterling  music.  The  first  act  will  comprise 
M EH ul’s  fine  oratorio  of  Joseph;  the  second,  Handel’s  serenata  of 
Acts  and  Galatea;  and  the  third,  or  miscellaneous  act,  will  open  with 
Spohr’s  splendid  overture  to  Fietro  von  Albano^  which  has  never 
been  performed  in  this  country.  Such  a  selection  is  highly  creditable 
to  the  taste  of  the  Director,  and  we  heartily  wish  his  receipts  may 
prove  as  sterling  and  substantial,  as  the  compositions  he  has  the  good 
lease  to  rely  upon  to  procure  that  result. 

LONDON  UNIVERSITY. 

On  Wednesday  the  General  Annual  Meeting  of  tlie  Proprietors  of  the 
London  University  was  held  in  the  theatre  of  the  establit^hment.  Lord 
Miltok  in  the  Chair.  The  Report  of  the  Council  was  read.  It  set  forth 
the  general  prosperity  and  rapid  progress  of  the  Institution.  The  receipts 
in  the  year  amounted  to  69,803/.  Its  expenditure  47,568/.  The  doiia- 
tioniin  the  year  had  amounted  to  772/.  and  the  receipts  from  students 
applicable  to  the  University  were  1,902/.  The  report  calculated  the 
annual  current  expences  at  5,500/.  which  would  be  produced  by  eleven 
hundred  students.  At  present  there  were  557,  of  which  one  hundred 
hereof  the  Latin,  77  of  the  Greek,  and  91  of  the  Mathematical  clasaea. 
It  WM  calculated  that  the  students  would  be  three  times  as  numerous  in 
the  next  year,  and  four  times  as  numerous  in  the  year  following. 

Colonel  Jones  said  he  had  seen  an  advertisement  stating  that  Divinity 
Uctureawere  established  for  the  benefit  of  Students  of  the  Church  of 
Ligland.  He  wished  to  know  whether  that  advertisement  had  been 
in«frted  with  the  knowledge  of  the  Council.  The  principles  of  tlie 
University  were  to  patronise  no  sect  whatever  in  preferefice  to  anotiier; 
and  he  had  friends  who  were  not  Christians,  being  Jews,  who  had  sold 
their  shares,  conceiving  this  to  be  a  deviation  from  the  plan  of  the  Estab- 
Iwbment. 

Mr  Brougham  said  the  Council  had  no  knowledge  of  any  such  adver- 
i»«ment.  The  principle  had  been  a  non-interference  with  any  religions 
instructions  within  the  walls  of  the  University,  and  consequently  they 
d  not  interfere  with  what  took  place  without  those  walls.  As  no

a  bill  for  the  modification  of  vestry,  as  to  the  election,  number,  quorum, 
and  the  continuance  in  office  of  vestrymen,  so  as  to  prevent  their  remain  \ 
ing  in  for  life,  unless  periodically  re-elected; — a  controlling  board  of 
auditors  ; — their  mode  of  appointment — their  number,  powers,  and  dura¬ 
tion  in  office,  to  form  all  the  essential  points  in  the  detail.**

In  the  Herald  newspaper  of  the  5th  of  February  instant,  appeared  a 
letter  put  forth  by  one  of  the  Select  Vestrymen  of  St  Mary-le-bone,  the  j 

first  which  has  appeared  on  behalf  of  so  corrupt  a  system — such  letter 
may  be  considered  in  itself  a  key  to  the  transactions  of  that  body,  and  in  i 

its  necessary  consequences  a  tonclistone  to  their  designs.  j 

Taking  it  for  granted  ^hat  the  document  under  consideration  is  the  j 

communication  of  a  Vestryman  (and  none  other  can  be  admitted  to  their  . 

meeting)  it  is  fair  to  suspect  and  examine  the  motives  with  which  it  was  | 

written,  no  less  than  those  which  influenced  the  members  by  whom  tlie  \ 

overture  that  gave  rise  to  the  discussion  was  rejected. 

From  the  above  letter  we  learn  that  Dr  Spry,  the  rector,  gave  notice  in 
the  Vestry,  that  he  would  bring  forward  at  their  next  meeting  a  resolu-  I 

tion,  the  purport  of  which  was,  that  of  affording  the  parish  a  controlling 
board  of  auditors,  possessing  powers  analogous  to  those  vested  in 
magistrates. 

That  this  was  no  very  unreasonable  thing,  you  will  admit,  wlien  in-  j 

formed  that  the  average  amount  of  rates  collected  annually  in  St  Mary-  ] 

le-bone  is  160,000/.,  the  expenditure  of  which  the  payers  have  no  means  j 

of  ascertaining,  or  even  knowing  if  it  is  expended  at  all,  because  they  | 

can  place  no  reliance  upon  the  garbled  statements  put  forth  by  the  I 

Vestry-clerk,  in  compliance  with  an  order  of  the  House  of  Commons,  ie  i 

U&v'infr  been  proved  that  false  entries  have  been  made  in  their  books — 452/.  I 

having  been  expended  in  one  day’s  dinner,  93/.  of  which  only  is  charged 
as  such,  the  rest  to  clothing  for  the  poor,  provisions  for  the  poor,  furni¬ 
ture  for  the  workhouse, &c.  (Printed  Report,  page  10.) 

Moderate  as  the  learned  Doctor’s  motion  may  appear,  it  seems  to  have 
aroused  the  indignation  of  some  of  the  Select.  According  to  the  Herald's  , 

report  of  the  vestry  meeting,  Mr  Commissioner,  or  as  he  is  designated  in  ' 

the  vestry,  Long  Tti.ner,  is  made  to  say,  “  That  such  a  board  would  ■ 

indeed  be  aboard  of  control,  not  of  auditors  ;**  and  lie  went  so  far  as  to 
produce  Acts  of  Parliament  to  show  what  almost  every  boy  of  twelve 
years  old  must  have  known  before,  that  powers  were  vested  in  inagiif 
trates  to  reject  any  profligate  and  uncalled-for  expenses  in  a  parish 
officer’s  account,  and  may  subject  him  to  he  sent  to  prison  for  the  debt. 

This  may  appear  very  fine  in  the  ears  of  one  who  participates  in  the  j 

loaves  and  fi»hes  of  ollice,  but  sheer  nonsense  to  the  honest  payer  of  i  niet.  | 

Docs  Mr  Commissioner  mean  to  say,  that  if  the  vulgar  are  to  lo«ik  into  { 

parish  jobs,  no  gentleman  will  continue  in  vestry?  If  he  does,  1  beg  to  i 

put  him  to  rights  for  once,  by  saying,  if  peculations  were  abolished,  wo  | 

should  find  none  but  gentlemen  taking  office,  for  others  serve  only  to  | 

promote  their  own  interest  and  that  of  their  friends. 

Next  follows  the  redoubtable  knight.  Sir  Peter  Laurie,  whom  our 
early  reminiscences  bring  before  us  as  the  fellow  journeyman  sodh'r 
with  Sir  Richard  Biruie,  at  Mr  Pollocks,  at  Charing  cross— (Sure  such 
a  pair  was  never  seen  !)

Where  (he  Knight  obtained  bit  information,  1  cannot  tell,  but  the  jour¬ 
nals  of  the  House  of  Commons  will  at  once  refute  the  statement ;  bnt  lio 
may  on  that  score  be  excused,  aa  he  teldom  reads  anything  except  the 
Mansion  house  reports,  and  his  very  short  residence  in  the  parish  of  St 
Mary-le-bone  prevents  his  being  over-well  informed  ofits  affairs.  He  go«'s 
still  further  and  says,  he  haa  no  notion  whatever  of  vestrymen  vacating 
their  seats  periodically,  because  they  may  never  be  able  to  regain  tliem. 

So  much  the  better,  because  that  out  of  the  120  members  of  which  ih» 

Vestry  consists,  five  is  fixed  as  a  quorum,  and  it  is  with  great  difficulty 
that  number  can  be  got  together,  and  it  is  the  same  men  who  make  and 
confirm  regulations  of  the  highest  importance,  'fexpend  largo  auma  of 
money,  and  audit  their  own  accounts. 

How  well  they  have  done  this  latter  part  of  their  duty  to  the  public 
will  appear  from  the  journals  of  the  House  of  Commons,  by  their  having 
exhibited  on  paper  a  large  balance  of  several  thousands  in  favour  of  the 
parish,  when  in  fact  they  were  behind  hand  ivearly  half  aa  many  more. 

Sir  Peter  complains,  (hat  to  afford  the  pariahionera  any  relief,  a  new- 
bill  must  be  had,  and  it  will  put  the  pariah  to  considerable  expense. 

How  very  considerate  these  vestrymen  have  grown  of  late  as  to 
charges,  and  how  little  they  have  regarded  them  upon  former  ocoasiona, 
j  may  be  seen  by  an  entry  in  their  book,  page  15,  of  1,279/.  J7f.  law 
I  charges,  out  of  which  513/.

IJt.Ad,  law  atatioocry  ;  all  of  which  wat 
expended  in  oppoaiofr  the  bill  brought  in  by  the  pariahionera  at  the  coat 
of  nearly  \flOiH.  collected  by  voluntary  aubacription,  the  only  method  of 
procuring  fund#  at  the  present  moment  for  pranecuting  the  new  bill  of 
which  Sir  Tliomaa  Baring,  Bart,  gave  notice  in  the  Houae  on  the  20lh 
inaiant.  * 

Fellow  pariahionera,  look  to  your  own  intereata  ;  the  moment  ia  now 
arrived  when  by  your  unaninnoua  and  manly  exertions  you  have  it  in 
your  power  to  overthrow  and  displace  the  disgraceful,  self-electing, 
irreapooaible  Vestry  system,  and  to  substitute  in  its  stead  an  improved 
and  resfKiosible  government  and  administration  of  your  parochial  affairs, 
by  a  second  appeal  to  the  Legislature. 

That  your  former  bill  was  not  entertained  by  the  House  of  Commons, 
did  not  arise  from  your  having  failed  to  establish  the  charges  which 
form^-d  ihe  ground  of  application,  but  from  political  causes  ever  which 
you  could  have  no  control. 

At  this  critical  period  your  Vestrymen  are  distracted  and  divided,  and 
instead  of  arguing  your  claims  to  redress,  which  have  been  submitted  by 
your  Committee,  with  coolness  and  deliberation,  they  have  descended  to 
f>ersonalities,  and  abuse  of  each  other  and  of  you.  The  more  respectable 
and  influential  part  of  the  Vestrymen,  including  the  Peers  and  Members 
of  Parliament,  ara  with  you,  and  maintain  that  some  relief  ought  to  be 
extended.  The  selfish,  ignorant,  and  vulgar,  are  against  you,  and  taunt 
you  that  you  cannot  go  to  Parliament  without  money,  and  none  can  be 
raised,  and  they  can  fight  you  by  using  your  own  means  against  you,  and 
compel  payment.

THE  CATHOLIC  QUESTION. 

Lord  Eldon  presented  a  petition  against  the  Catholic  Claims  from 
Bristol,  bearing  the  signatures  of  38,000  persons 
The  Duke  of  Sussex  said,  the  Mayor  and  several  other  Magistrates  of 
hiiiol  had  not  signed  this  petition ;  and  as  to  its  38,000  signatures,  it 
ppeared  by  the  last  census,  that  Bristol  and  its  neighbourhood  contained 
iT,779  inhabitants,  the  half  of  which,  about  44,000,  would  be  the  number 
)f  adulu,  male  and  female.  Supposing  all  the  males  had  signed  this 
>tiItioD,  then,  they  could  not  amount  to  more  than  22,000.  As  to  the 
itodeof  obtaining  the  signatures,  too,  they  bad  been  of  a  mostextraor- 
lioary  description  :  placards  of  a  singularly  disgusting  nature  had  been 
carried  about,  persons  had  signed  over  and  over  again,  and  whole  schools 
isd  been  sent  up  to  affix  their  names !  From  all  this,  their  Lordships 
sould  be  able  to  judge  of  the  value  of  petitions  so  got  up. 

Lord  Eldon  said,  he  had  been  assured  that  the  petition  had  been  signed 
airly  and  honestly,  but  he  could  not  reply  to  all  the  objections  which 
night  be  raised  upon  the  subject,  as  he  was  not  acquainted  with  the  par* 
iculars. 

.Several  other  petitions  were  then  presented,  most  of  them  against 
uriher  concessions  to  the  Catholics. 

The  third  reading  of  the  Irish  Associations  Suppression  Bill  was  then 
loved  by  the  Duke  of  Wellington,  who  proposed  an  amendment,  con- 
ding  the  operation  of  the  law  to  ^  seditious*'  assemblies. 

L)rd  Anolesea  deemed  the  proposed  act  equally  ungracious  and  iinna- 
^»ary.  The  Catholic  Association  was  extinct,  having  dissolved  itself 
the  prospect  of  brighter  days.  Harsk,  oppressive,  and  unjust  laws 
Hd  given  birth  to  this  Association  ;  the  cause  being  removed,  the  effect 
'^ct'^firily  ceased,  and  it  could  not  revive  if  there  was  no  soil  on  which 
J  vegetate.  The  Brunswick  Clubs,  as  they  arose  out  of  the  Catholic 
‘‘'‘Xialion,  would  perish  at  its  dissolution — the  Bill  therefore  was  useless.

common  law.  The  Association  was  only  a  tool  in  the  hands  of  tho 
Priesthood,  and  the  present  attempt  would  be  useless  unless  they  could 
be  coerced  into  submission  to  the  Government.  The  bill  proposed  was  a 
libel  on  the  law  of  the  land. 

Lord  Eldon  observed,  he  should  take  an  opportunity  of  showing  that 
it  had  not  been  his  fault  that,  when  he  was  Chancellor,  the  common  law 
had  not  been  applied  for  putting  down  the  Roman  Catholic  Association. 

Ttie  Bill  was  read  a  third  time,  passed,  and  the  House  then  adjourned 
to  Thursday.

THE  CATHOLIC  QUESTION. 

A  number  of  petitions  for  and  against  the  Catholic  Claims  were  pre¬ 
sented,  some  of  which  gave  rise  to  various  remarks.  On  the  presentation  of 
one  from  the  Protestant  Noblemen,  and  Gentry,  &c.  assembled  at  Dublin 
on  the  20lh  of  January,  in  favour  of  concession,-— 

Lord  Anglesea  said,  it  was  signed  by  2  dukes,  17  marquises,  26  earls, 
1 1  viscounts,  2  counts,  ^  barons,  35  baronets,  52  members  of  the  House 
of  Commons,  and  upwards  of  2,000  persons  of  other  ranks  ;  all  of  whom 
were  personally  interested  in  the  tranquillity  of  Ireland.  The  Noble 
Marquis  read  the  petition,  observing  that  he  wished  to  God  he  could 
utter  such  language  and  sentiments  as  it  contained.— In  reply  to  some 
remarks  upon  the  Catholic  Association  by  Lord  Londonderry,  Lord 
Anglesea  observed,  his  unshaken  conviction  was,  that,  but  for  that  As¬ 
sociation,  violent  as  it  had  been,  the  Catholic  question  would  not  have 
arrived  at  the  state  which  it  had  now  attained.  (Heart  Acer Lord 
Darnlet  said,  in  his  opinion,  the  Association  had  done  far  more  ^ood 
than  evil. — Lord  Gosford  approved  of  its  suppression  only  as  a  stepping- 
stone  to  the  great  and  paramount  object.  Emancipation. — Lord  Pluneett 
entered  upon  a  defence  of  the  late  Iruh  Government,  justifying  its  not  hav¬ 
ing  had  recourse  to  force  to  put  down  the  Association.  In  the  course  of  his 
observations,  he  noticed  the  conduct  of  certain  Noble  Lords,  who  had 
belonged,  he  said,  to  Associations  quite  as  illegal  and  mischievous  as  the 
one  they  were  so  anxious  to  suppress.  They  were  told  (he  observed)  of 
the  mad  priests  and  fierce  demagogues  who  swayed  the  Catholic  Associa¬ 
tion,  bnt  he  would  show  them  madder  parsons  in  the  Brunswick  Clubs. 
(Heart hear!)  They  charged  the  Catholic  Association  with  violence 
and  sedition— was  there  not  both  sedition  and  treason  promulgated  in  the 
Brunswick  Clubs  ?  He  could  show  that  there  was  more  rhodomontade, 
more  faction,  displayed  in  them  than  in  the  Association  ;  and  if  they 
could  point  him  but  an  Ancient  Pistol  in  the  latter  body,  he  could  show 
them  his  fellow  in  the  former.  (Cheers,)  The  collection  of  rent,  too, 
was  charged  upon  it  as  a  crime :  it  was  certainly  unconstitutional,  but  the 
pressure  of  wrongs  had  caused  it ;  and  had  not  the  Noble  Lord  subscribed 
to  another  sort  of  rent?  [Lord  Longford  here  said,  not  “rent,” 
merely  a  “  subscription.**]— Well,  said  Lord  P.,  merely  a  “  subscription;** 
but  why  quarrel  then  with  the  term  “  rent,**  as  he  had  given  his  money 
to  a  political  Association  for  political  purposes  ?  The  Noble  Lord  It  ad 
contributed,  with  Mr  O'Connell,  to  bring  about  an  adjustment  of  the 
great  question,  with  this  difference  indeed,  that  Mr  O'Connell  had  con¬ 
tended  for  Emancipation,  and  had  succeeded  in  his  object,  whereas  ike 
Noble  Lord  happened  to  be  the  instrument  of  his  own  defeat  I  ( Laughter,) 
— I^rd  Longfurd  repeated  his  charges  against  the  Irish  Government 
for  not  putting  down  the  Association,  which  he  again  characterised  as  a 
joint-stock  company  of  sedition,  disloyalty,  and  faction,  and  contended 
that  the  Brunswick  Clubs  were  founded  to  aid,  not  violate  the  laws. 

The  Duke  of  Wellington  having  said  a  few  words,  the  House 
broke  up.

Several  petitions  for  and  against  the  Catholic  Claims  were  then  pre¬ 
sented.— Lord  Kino  observed,  that  much  of  the  horror  against  Popery 
proceeded  from  Anii-Catholiu  fables  handed  down  from  one  old  woiiiaii 
to  another, — and  in  truth  fit  only  to  alarm  old  women,— many  of  which

5390300/.  After  making  various  remarks  upon  the  minor  expenses,  the 
Rieht  Hon.  Member  concluded  by  moving  that  90,000  men,  inclodior 
9000  marines,  should  be  voted  for  the  service  of  the  fleet  for  13  iantr 
months. 

Mr  Hume  complained  of  the  want  of  economy  in  spite  of  the  repeated 
assurances  given  on  that  subject.  He  thought  the  force  demanded  was 
at  present  unnecessary,  and  that  the  building  of  ships  was  carried  on  to 
an  extravagant  extent,  and  at  an  enormous  cost.  In  the  civil  departmeoti, 
too, 'there  were  ample  means  of  economy,  for  the  Navy  Office  might  be 
dispensed  with  altogether,  and  in  the  Dock-yards  great  reductions  might 
easHy  be  made.  He  was  satisfied  that,  altogether,  nearly  two  millions  of 
money  might  be  saved,  with  perfect  propriety,  in  the  Navy  Estimates  of 
this  year. 

Sir  B.  Martin  contended  that  such  a  reduction  was  quite  impossible. 

Mr  Mabbrlbt  enforced  Mr  Hume*s  arguments  in  favour  of  a  great 
reduction  of  the  expense. 

Sir  G.  CocKBORN  contended, that  though  we  were  in  estate  of  peace, 
the  armaments  of  Russia  and  Prance  afloat,  and  the  protection  of  our 
trade,  called  for  the  force  asked  for,  and  we  had  not  a  single  ship  more 
than  was  wsnted. 

Mr  A.  Baring  did  not  wish  to  see  our  naval  force  decreased,  but  he 
thought  there  was  considerable  room  for  economical  improvements  in  the 
naval  departments, particularly  in  the  **  dead-weight**  system. 

After  some  observations  by  Admiral  Evans,  who  did  not  like  the  term 
**  dead-weight,*'  various  other  resolutions  were  proposed  and  agreed  to— 
among  them,  1,140.000/.  for  the  pay  of  the  30,000  men ;  643300/.  for 
their  victualling ;  180,727/.  for  the  Officers*  pay,  &c.

of  September,  inasmuch  as,  if  true,  it  would  prove  him  to  be  unworthy 
the  place  he  fills.  The  article  averred  that  Mr  Dance,  the  provisional 
assignee,  did  not  attend  at  the  King's  Bench  prison  to  take  affidavits,  &c. 
on  a  day  specially  marked  for  his  so  doing ;  that  many  miserable  beings 
would  in  consequence  have  to  linger  many  days  and  weeks  longer,  subject 
not  only  to  imprisonment,  but  possibly  to  the  want  of  food  during  the  extra 
confinement  occasioned  by  his  absence. — The  article  also  stated  the  evil  to 
be  of  frequent  occurrence. 

^Sir  J.  Scarlett,  for  the  defence,  said  that  the  injury,  if  any,  had  been 
removed  by  the  subsequent  contradiction,  and  contended  that  it  was  quito 
sufficient  to  justify  Mr  Dance's  character.  The  fact  was,  that  the  account 
had  come  from  a  prisoner,  and  as  that  class  of  persons  had  few  means  of 
making  their  grievances  known,  had  been  iiisorteJ  ;  and  that,  ns  he  would 
prove,  persons  had  been  prevented  from  making  afliJavits  by  Mr  Dance's 
absence,  he  trusted  a  verdict  would  l>c  given  fur  bis  client. 

John  Philpot,  a  prisoner  for  debt,  (the  only  evidence  for  the  defence,) 
^oved  that  on  the  20th  of  September  he  had  his  petition  ready,  but  Mr 
Dance  was  not  there  to  receive  it.  On  his  cross-examination,  he  admitted 
that  Mr  Dance  had  attested  it  on  the  Wednesday  following.

SERVANTS*  CHARACTERS — CHILD  P.  AFFLECK. 

This  was  an  action  for  slander,  brought  by  Kliz.  Child,  aged  18  years, 
against  Mrs  Affieck,  wife  of  Col.  Affieck,  of  Troston  Hall,  near  Bury.  It 
appeared  from  the  evidence,  that  the  young  woman  had  received  a  good 
character  when  she  went  to  live  as  housemaid  with  Mrs  A.,  in  whose  ser¬ 
vice  she  only  remained  a  few  weeks.  She  obtained  another  situation, 
when  Mrs  Affieck,  on  being  ajiplied  to  for  her  charaetcr,  wrote  a  note  to 
the  lady  asking  it,  in  which  she  stated  that  she  had  been  credibly  infoniied 
that  Eliza  Child  had  been,  and  was,  a  common  prostitute. 

Evidence  having  proved  these  facts,— 

Sir  J.  Scarlett,  for  the  defendant,  submitted  that  the  plaintiff  must  ho 
nonsuited.  There  was  no  evidence  of  malice,  nor  of  the  falschooil  of  the 
charge;  and  this  coiniiiunication  being  a  privileged  one,  the  action  could 
not  be  maintained  unless  nialice  or  falsehood  was  shown. 

Lord  Tbntekdsn  :  1  am  of  opinion  that  there  is  nothing  in  this  rase  to 
go  to  the  Jury.  A  master  or  mistress,  in  answering  an  inquiry  of  this 
kind,  is  justified  iu  mentioning  what  he  or  sho  knows,  or  has  heard  on 
credible  authority,  of  the  conduct  of  the  person  whose  character  is  inquired 
after  at  other  times  as  well  as  during  the  period  of  the  particular  service. 
The  rule  is,  that  persons  of  whom  a  bad  c.haractcr  is  given  in  the  privileged 
way,  cannot  recover  damages  unless  malice  is  proved.

OLD  BAILEY. 

Charge  op  Perjury. — On  Tuesday,  Elizabeth  Roebuck^  aged  43, 
was  indicted  for  wilful  and  corrupt  perjury. — [Our  readers  may  recollect, 
that  this  woman  gave  evidence  against  a  Mr  Smith,  when  he  was  charged 
with  violating  the  person  of  June  Byrne  his  servant;  and  it  was  fur  her 
testimony  on  his  trial  that  she  was  now  indicted  for  perjury — as  she  swore, 
among  other  things,  that  she  did  not  know  that  Jane  Byrne  slept  with  Mr 
Smith.]— After  Mr  Alley  had  staled  the  case,— • 

Mr  fVm,  Smith  was  examined.  Ho  deposed  that  he  was  a  merchant, 
living  at  Eusiun  place;  that  he  took  Jane  Byrne,  as  his  servant,  from 
the  street;  that  she  slept  with  him  at  his  house ;  and  that  he  had  men¬ 
tioned  that  fact  to  the  prisoner,  in  the  presenoe  of  Byrne,  when  iieither  of 
them  denied  it. — On  this  witness's  cross-examination  by  Mr  Hill,  he  said 
he  bad  been  at  various  Police  offices,  charged  at  one  of  them  with  flogging 
sailors,  and  at  the  four  others  with  iudecent  assaults  upon  females;  that 
one  of  them  was  not  a  common  assault,  but  for  taking  liberties  with  a  child 
of  14  years  of  age  whom  he  had  brought  up  as  his  daughter;  that  ho 
thought  it  was  not  a  charge  of  rape,  but,  upon  his  word,  he  did  not  exactly 
recollect  what  the  charge  was!— [While  this  man  was  giving  his  testimony, 
ho  laughed,  for  which  ho  was  rebuked  by  the  Recorder,  and  he  was  begin¬ 
ning  to  address  the  Judge  thus,  Why,  my  dear  Sir,**— when  the  Recorder 
sai(T,  **  Don't  dear  Sir  me,  but  behave  yourself.'*] 

James  Thurston^  stable-kec|>«r,  Southampton  Mews,  testified  that  he 
was  present  when  Mr  Smith,  in  the  presence  of  the  prisoner  and  Jane  Byrne  ^ 
declared  that  the  latter  slept  with  him,  and  that  neither  of  them  denied  the 
assertion.— James  Abrahams^  a  lad,  lately  in  Mr  Smiih's  service  as  groom, 
deposed  to  the  same  fact,  and  added  that  the  prisoner  and  Byrne  w*ere  both 
tipsy,  and  did  not  contradict  Mr  Smith.— Baxter  gave  tcsliinony 
which  contradicted  the  assertions  of  the  prisoner  and  Byrne ;  and  so  did 
her  sister;  but  they  said  that  Byrne  was  a  virtuous  young  woman  when 
she  lived  with  them.— Ca/Arriae  Lisle,  sister  to  Smith’s  laundress,  de¬ 
posed  that  the  prisoner  Roebuck  told  her  Byrne  used  to  sleep  with  her 
master  every  night.— RoAer/  Bridle,  milkman,  testifi^  that  Rwbuck  told 
him  that  Mr  Smith  was  tired  of  Jane  Byrne,  and  wished  for  a  fresh  bed¬ 
fellow.— JoAn  Godfrey,  a  groom,  de|K>sed.  that  Roebuck  told  him  that  Mr 
Smith  was  like  Jonah— [Evidence  too  indelicate  for  publication.] 

Mr  Hill, for  the  prisoner,  addressed  the  Jury  in  a  very  eoergetio  epeech.’ 
Who,  be  asked,  was  the  prosecutor  ?  Did  he  not  sUnd  up  in  the  wilness- 
box,  and  by  admissions  partly  voluoteered  and  partly  wrung  from  him, 
sUmp  himself  with  disgrace  and  infamy  ?  The  English  language  was  defi¬ 
cient  in  terms  tufficieatly  strong  to  deseribe  aman  so  base,  so  utterly  desti¬ 
tute  of  principle  and  feeliog.  Had  be  not,  with  au  unblushing  front,  stood 
forth  in  the  presence  of  a  crowded  Court,  the  herald  of  his  own  shame  ?  Would 
the  Jury  pay  the  sligbteel  atteoiion  eveii  to  his  oath  ?  Did  be  not  ewear  that 
be  bnew  nof  bow  io«o/  lioee  be  btul  been  cbRr|o4  wilb  iatteceoi  RmulMj 
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Tobias  Burks,  aged  85,  wa«  on  Wednecdaj  charged  with  haTitr 


uyon  women  t  Let  the  Jury  recollect  the  case  of  Eliza  Smith,  the  orphan 
child  whom  he  had  adopted  at  hit  daughter,  and  reared  beneath  hit  roof, 
until  the  had  attained  that  age  when  he  contidered  her  a  fit  object  for  the 
indulgence  of  hit  brutal  pattio'jt,  when,  catting  off  the  protecting  name 
of  parent,  he  appeared  at  her  t^ucer,  and  actually  attempted  to  violate 
her  perton.  No,  no;  the  Jury  would  place  no  reliance  upon  the  evidence 
of  tuch  a  man.  Everything,  indeed,  which  he  bad  taid  about  hit  own 
infamy  might  well  be  believed ;  but  when  he  attempted  to  add  another  vic¬ 
tim  to  hit  lutt  and  treachery  by  the  tame  meant  which  he  bad  praetited 
upon  olhert,  the  Jury  then  would  do  well  to  look  to  bit  character,  and  ask 
thcmtelret  the  quettion — can  we  believe  thit  man  ?  The  Learn^  Gentle¬ 
man  then  went  into  a  detail  of  the  evidence,  and  contended  that  it  had  not 
auttainrd  the  charge. 

Several  wiUiettet  were  then  called,  who  gave  the  pritoner  the  character 
of  a  retpectable  woman — tome  of  them  had  known  her  for  many  yeart. 
Among  them  were — A/rt  Lee,  ef  Ctapham,  who  gave  her  a  good  character 
to  Mr  Smith ;  Mr  O.  Maeiromi,  ailk  merchant ;  and  John  Landseer,  Esq, 
the  eminent  engraver,  who  taid  he  uted  to  meet  the  pritoner'a  butband  at 
Sir  Joseph  Banka*  contertaliones,  and  abould  think  that  she  waa  quite 
incapable  of  conspiracy  or  perjury. 

The  UBCOEDua,  in  hit  summing  up,  told  the  Jury  it  was  too  much  to 
believe  a  man  who  had  to  grossly  prevaricated  and  contradicted  himaelf 
on  his  oath ;  who  bad  made  to  many  disguating  admissiona ;  who  even 
appeared  to  glory  in  bit  criminal  conduct;  and  who  could  not  tell  how 
often  be  had  been  criminally  charged  during  hit  life  ! 

In  the  course  of  hit  remarks,  the  RacoEDEa  waa  interrupted  by  Mr 
Ar.LEY,  who  taid  be  was  misstating  a  fact  to  the  Jury.— The  Recoedbe 
taid,  he  would  not  be  interrupted. — Mr  Alley  replied  that  he  would  be 
beard,  and  mutt  do  hit  duty.— The  Recoeobe  desired  the  Learned  Gen¬ 
tleman  to  tit  down.— Mr  Alley  taid,  he  would  not  tit  down. — The  Rk- 
COEOBE  observed,  that  hit  violence  was  very  indecent.— Mr  Alley  con¬ 
tended  that  hit  duty  to  his  client  compelled  him  to  speak.  **  Speak  de¬ 
cently,  then,**  taid  the  Recoeobe,  “  and  pay  proper  respect  to  the  Court.** 

The  Jury,  after  eontulting  together  for  ten  minutet,  returned  a  verdict  of 
Noi  Guilty, 

Mr  Alley,  with  tome  warmth,  handed  a  paper  to  the  Court,  saying,  hit 
duty  to  his  client  and  the  public  directed  him  to  say  that  the  other  indict- 
meolt  connected  with  that  case  should  not  be  tried  there,  but  be  moved 
into  the  King's  Dench.— The  Recoedbe  asked  the  motive  for  tuch  an  un¬ 
usual  proceeding.— Mr  Alley  taid,  he  was  dittatitfied  with  the  judgment.
